on the unjust and ruinous practice of the Turkish administration, that the 
Colonists iu short shou]! be preserved from the official corruption and licence, 


which are so rapidly reducing the Syrian peasantry west of Jordan to a condition 
ot desp“ration. 


A difficulty which would not be experienced west of Jordan, arises on the 


east, namely, that of dealing with the Bedawin or Nomadic Arabs who roan 


over the deserted country, ‘ke great tribes of the Sukr, the Anezeb, and the 
Beni Sakbr, have for so long remained undisturbed occupants of the co intry 
“ beyond Jordan,” that they are in, the habit of affixing.their tribe marks tc all 
buildings where treasure is thought to lie hid. A simple indication of t. eir 
claim to the possession of the country and all its products. 


These warlike tribes will resent and possibly resist the incuision of Colonists. - 
The attempt forcibly to expel them would lead to long feuds and constant 


guerilla warfare, which would prove very damaging to agricultural prosperity. 
On the other hand, the Arabs have learned ihe value of money. It is not beyond 


‘the bounds of possibility, that many might be induced to settle down as cultiva- 
tors while others would become breeders of cattle in pastoral districts.

is plenty of room for the Bedawin further East, but it must not be forgotten 


that they are adistinct race from the Fellaliin, a race always nomadic, never 
agricultural], and claiming a hereditary right-to the country which it is proposed 
to colonize. |

« According to the laws at present in force in Russia Jews are permitted to reside only 


in certain governments, In some governments the authorisation is extended to the 


whole. government with the exception of the chief town, for example Kiew. The

- which they have been allowed to reside, Artisans also have since some years been — 
allowed to reside in the chief towns. We must consider that, besides the great number 
of Jews who, attracted by the facilities of railway communication, flock to Peters- 
burg and Moscow, and settle there as traders of all sorts, conforming to the legal 


arrangements of the country, there ure stil larger numbers who do not choose to 


observe these formalities, and indeed in many cases without even announcing their 


precence to the police authorities. Of course all goes well so long as the police suffer 
these irregularities and nothing happens to attract public or police attention ; but as 


soon as a criminal or political action occurs with which somebody not properly | 


announced is connected, or even who is guilty of want of perfect conformity to the 
arrangements of the local authorities, a legally authorised razzia takes place which 
generally ends in the expulsion of all such persons, including’ those who have long 
resided in the place. They are then without further-punishment ordered to quit the 
country by a prescribed route and to give an account of themselves to the police on 
the way. Even in such cases ameliorations can be brought about for the protection of 
those who are oppressed by the austerity of the officials. Such procedure on the part 
of the government cannot certainly be called persecution of the Jews. The circum- 
stances are similar among the Don Cossacks, Their departments were until a few 
years ago organised and administered according to ancient custom and privileges. 
They were their own governors and chose their own chiefs, judges and executive offi- 
cers, and were only obliged as vassals to furnish a certain contingent of men and 
horses, for whose keep they must provide. The regiment which they composed 
cenerally changed every two years, With the introduction of universal military ser- 
vice, this state of affairs underwent a change. The Cossacks were obliged to submit 
to the cominon laws for rural districts.. This of course was a mo-t unwelcome measure 
and ealied forth much discontent. The territory of the Don Cossacks formed and still 
forms one of the districts absolutely forbidden to the Jews. In consequence of the 
construction of a railway, which was connected with a Cossack line, the Jews pene- 
trated into this hitherto remote district to take part in the works, when the railway 
Was being constructed, ‘The Cossacks proceeded to vent the discontent with which 
they regarded the new measures taken against themselves, and which they deeply 
resented, upon the Jews, who admittedly had no legal right to reside in their terri- 
tory, The Cossacks demanded then, and with success, the expulsion of the unprivi- 
leged Jews who dwelt among them, and they were legally entitled todo so. The 
number of those expelled is and must be small. In any case this is no persecution 
tla but in the sense described above.” 

The Ciaran, Mr, A. Mr. F. Mocatra, Mr. H. G, Lovsapa 
and other speakers, conewrred in the opinion, which they expressed, that, under 
existing circumstances, no alvantage would probably ensue from any action by the

The PkesipesT read a copy of a letter which had been addressed to Sir Albert 
assoon, and Count A, de Camondo, by his Highness Midhat’ Pasha, Governor-General 
of Syria, advocating the establishment of a Jewish school in Damascus, Midhat 
Pasha writes on the Sth of December last :—‘ I am in a position to state with the — 
greatest satisfaction that the Israelites at Beyrout, have. made great progress 
towards modern civi‘ization, They possess a model school, which eaves nothing to 
be desired, and which several towns envy them. Unfortunately at Damascus, they 
are, I must confess, very backward, and have not a simple establishment for primary 
education, so.that the children exist without any instruction. and remain in complete 
ignorance, This contrast between the Israelites of Beyrout and those of Damascus. 
has so much struck me, that’I have thought of coming to their aid, and of co-opera- 
ting for their happiness, by helping them to the best.of my power. This community 
was deprived of a spiritual chief, inteHigent and able to lead -his flock in the right 
path, ‘The Israelites desired to have a capable Rabbi uniting to his talents. and his 
honesty vast acyuirements. I have by accident found a certain Rabbi Marcadou, a 
very intelligent man, whom I learnt to appreciate during my Government at Nisch, 
and | ruggested his appointment to the communit y.who hastened to accept him with 
enthusiasm, Having thus placed at their head a chief, active, intelligent and worthy, 
there is now every necessity to think of facilitating his task by founding a school.

The Israelitish Wochenschrift publishes a tabulated statement of the increase in 
the Jewish and general populations of Berlin, according to various censuses taken 
between the years 181] and 1875, From this table it appears that during that period 
the Jewish population had increased from 3,292 in the former year to 15,454 in the 
latter. The increase in the general population during the same number of years was 
from 166,471 to 

Baroness Hanna Mathilde de Rothschild has presented the sum of 30,000 marks 
towards the restoration of a portion of the Jewish Orphan Asylum at Frankfort on 
the Maine. Mr. Jacob H. Schiff, a native of Frankfort, at present residing in New 
York. has given a donation of 50.000 marks towards the same institution. 

The Christian as well as. the Jewish community of Berlin has sustained a heavy 
loss by the death of Dr. Strassman. who had distinguished himself as a warm friend 


of popular education. as well as by the active part he took in the management of 


various charitable institutiens of a general character. A brother of the deceased is 
Chairman of the Municipal Council of Berlin, and as a compliment to their head, 


and as a mark of respect to the deceased, the Council which was sitting at the time - 


of Dr. Strassman’s death, immediately adjourned on the receipt of the sad news. The 
funeral was attended by several members of Parliament, and by a large number of 
the local authorities, | 

A recent issue of a journal, bearing the name of J)/e Spinne, which during the 
last few weeks has been published at Berlin, was seized by the police who confiscated 
all the copies they could find in consequence of a violent attack, which it contained 
against the Jews. Criminal proceedings are in addition being taken against the 


- conductors of the journal. 


A hotly contested election recently took place at Stuttgart, to fill up a vacancy 
in the Town Council. Notwithstanding the strenuous opposition of the Conserva- 
tives and Pietists, the Jewish candidate, Dr. Levi, was elected by a large majority. 

In the town of Pudwitz (Posen) there is a-Judiciai Court, the whole of the 
personnel of which, including Magistrate, Procureur and Clerk, are Jews. 


Prince Bismarck, says the Berlin correspondent of the Morning Post, has caused 
it to be made known that he disapproves of the agitation which has been set on foot 


in Prussia against the Jews.

HOSPITAL SUNDAY IN LIVERPOOL. 


— 


Last Sunday being Hospital Sunday in Liverpool, a special service wag helg io 
the Princes Road Synagogue. The spacious building was filled, a large number of oF 
those present being Christians, The Rev. Morris Joseph preached on the Jewish 
Sanitary Law. There could be no doubt, said the preacher, that one of the canses ¢ 
- the com paratively low death-rate among Jews, their superior resistance to epidemic 


to the hygienic ordinances of the Pentateuch, and to the regulations which had been 
deduced from them. They knew nothing for certain, about the motives which gave 
-rise to those ordinances. It could not be safely said that they were solely dictataj 
by sanitary considerations. But. the effect. of loyally observing them would 
undoubtedly be the prevention of disease, and the conservation of the vigour of the 
race. The Mosaic Code enunciated, in the form of many an injunction to be holy 
the soundest principles of hygiene ; and even in our modern sanitary system we had 
in some instances, not yet reached the standard it laid down. In an age when nearly = 
the whole world was steeped in barbarism the Mcsaic Code disclosed the purifying % 
properties of earth, and suggested the key to one of the greatest problems of. moder 
sanitary science. The Jews, too, practised what is now known as “ earth ¢) 
earth burial,” probably in consequence of the enactment in Deuteronomy, which 
aftirmed the foregoing principle. The Mosaic Law made the dead body the mog 
powerful source of Levitical defilement. The result of this provision Was to prevent 
the spread of infectious disorders and also the dangers to health which might. arise. 
especially in warm ciimates,even when death had resulted from disease of a les 
virulent type. Thus grew up that practice of extra-mural burial, which has only 
recently been made compulsory by the law of this: country. The principle of 
isolation was also applied by the Mosaic Law to infectious disease, J he exclusion 
from the camp of the infected person which was enforced in cases of leprosy was th 
practical effect of a policy on which medical men at the present day insist. though 
often vainly. should be adopted in the treatment of epidemic disorders, In respect 
too. of disinfection. the Pentateuch had anticipated the conclusions of modern scien 
When in the spring of last year the Epidemiological Society met in London to diseus 
the threatened importation of the plague into Western Iurope, the measures recom. 
mended for arresting the spread of the epidemic were isolation, the destruction by 
fire of the patients clothing, and the lime-washing and ventilation of his dwelling 
These were precisely the measures ordered by the Pentateuch in cases of leprosy 
The ordinance of the “ red heifer’ seemed to suggest that the purifying properties 
of animal charcoal were known to Moses. Ablution occupied a remarkably prominent 
part in the Jewish ceremonial law. Undoubtedly, one of the objects of the commands 
eonnected with this enbject was the promotion of cleanliness. The preacher then 
pointed out the sanitary value of the Jewish dietary laws ; and he quoted from Dr 
Richardson's recent work, ‘The Ministry of Health.” a passage strongly recommend- 
ing the general adoption of the Jewix practice of inspecting the carcases of animals 
previously to their being declared fit for food. If any support were wanting. he sac 
for the claim of the Pentateuch to the veneration of all thoughtful men, surely 1 
was to be found in the fact that the sanitary lessons it taught more. tan thirty 
centuries ago, might even to-day be practically carried out with incaleulalie advan: 
tage to the civilized world. An earnest appeal for the hospitals followed. whica 
resulted in the collection of £75.
